Now Appointed By 
Secretary of State 


The following information con­ 
cerning the appointm ent of No­ 
taries Fubiic was received by Mrs 
Mary Fields, County Clerk, from 
M. O. Flowers, Secretary of State: 
Due to the passage of the Con­ 
stitutional Amendment authoriz­ 
ing appointm ent of Notaries Pub­ 
lic by the Secretary of State, ap­ 
pointments will be made from and 
after the canvass of the vote on 
November 20. 1940. Appointments 
made before June 1, 1941, will 
expire on that date. All appoint­ 
ments made on June 1» 1941, or 
thereafter, will expire on June I, 
1943. There has been no change 
in the exist mg law' other than 
requiring the applicant to be 21 
years of age and a resident of the 
County, and further that under 
the old law 
the Governor ap­ 
pointed all Notaries with the ad­ 
vice and consent of the Senate.
